Ioan Leflp, it purſuance of the Orders of his Imperial 
* Majeſty , made a Review of his Army upon the Bors 


ders of Croatia, the Twenty ſixth of t Geu(- 
- Sigeth near the Dave ; And fo drew — Cantus. 
v bere be kt fire tothe ubtirbs: And ſeveral Villages and Ce- 
ſtles, for Four about; And aſter that, March d on, 10 
Execute his Deſign upon the Bridge of Efſeck ; The Generals 
of the Militia of Czoatia being in the mean time, to give the 
Lurks « Diverſion on the other ſide; upon Agreement with the 
Uenetian Generals. Upon the Third of Augull he arciv'd at 
Baboſca, with ten Regiments of Good Men, and was Joyn'd u 
on the Fourth, by Three thouſand Cyonts; Where he Cauſe 
his Cannon, Baggage, and Proviſions to be Embarqu'd , that 
he-might March with the more Expedition. He departed from 
thence on the Fitth; And got within a Leagueof the B | 
of Eſſeck upon the Fourteemh, without being taken Notice ol, 
or any fort of Alacum: He diſpos'd his Troops, at the fame 
time, for the Attaque that he intended the Morning fols 
lowing, by break of day, which was Exccued with Great 
Bravery, and Succeſs, by Four thouſand Men + Infomuch that 
they Routed Seven hundred Yauitzaries, that Interpos'dto Hin- 
der them in their Enterprize ; And baving Gain d the Point, 
they Charg d Five hundred of them, that they found in the 
Marſhes, and not One of them Eſcap d. They began iben to 
pur Fire to the Bridge ; And in an laſtant put Twelve hundred 
Paces of it into a lame; The reſt of the Enemy that had fled, and 


now 
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now Ga herd together under Three Baſſas to the Number of 
Three thouſand Men, were fo ſcatter d, that they fled toward 
Belgrade , and not Fifty in a Comp. ny. General Leflp,atihe 
lame Time, made himſclt Maſter of the Townof Eſſeck, and 
put all to the Sword that they found there: And after the Pilla: 
ging of the Place, blew upthe Magazine, and the Arcenal with 
Great Quantitiesof Proviſion both tor the War, and the Mouth, 
and laid it all in Aſhes, | 
The Conſternation of the People, and the Neigtbouring 
Towns, underthe Ottoman Power, was ſo Great, that it is not 
poſſibleto 1 op it. The Town ot Malpo was likewiſe Taz 
ken and lack d: And tis belie vd that the Army is now Marchs 
ing toward the Fibe Cres » JomeFour Leagues from the 
Famous Town of Zigeth, I be loſt not above Fifty

His Imperial M ajeſty has vice, Duke o 
— had ſent a > DM of ſome Thouſands of Men, 
under the Command of Collonel , Whichhe Caus'd 
to Paſs over his New Bridges upon the Danube, near Gzan, to 
learn how it ſtood with the Fogtreſs of Novigzad; Which they 
found Quitted by the Garriſon , the Magazines raking fite by 
Thunder, and Lightning, upon the ſame Day of the Action 
before Gzan, and the taking of the Bridge of Eſſeck. This ac- 
cident Ruin'd agreat part ofthe Town , with the Tower, and 
made a great Breach in the Rampards, which they Reſolv'd 
to Repair, and to Garriſon That Poſt for a Paſſage to the Con- 
queſt that they Delign'd the reſt of this Campagne. 
| There are Letters thatſpeak Confidently of the taking of 
Elperies,by General Scult3;Bur the particulars not being come, 
we muſt wait for the Confirmation, It is Current however , 
That General ScatItz3 having had Advice of the March of Six 
hundred 'Yantzaries for the ſuccor of this Place, ſent Eight hun- 
dred Horſe to Intercept them, Who fell upon them, and gave 
them fo Entire a Defeat, that ſcarſe Twenty ofthemeſcap'd, to 
carry the News from Agrta, whence they came. 
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
